Water agency moves to prevent Cachuma overdraft

The County Water Agency is requesting its member units both north and south of 
the Santa Ynez Mountains to take action before the 1977-’78 water year to forestall 
the danger of taking so much water from Lake Cachuma that the safe and dependable 
yield of the Cachuma Project would be exceeded. 


The current drought is “ putting the Cachuma Project to the test as to its ability to 
supply the member units with a safe, dependable yield of 27,800 acre feet per year 
throughout a critical drought period,” a letter authorized to be sent to five water dis­ 
tricts and the city of Santa Barbara states. 


Agency directors and staff agree that the looming problem that must be met at this 
time has come about whereby a “ substantial amoimt of stored water has ac­ 
cumulated in the Cachuma Reservoir and could conceivably be on call for delivery 
during a drought period.” 
Storage credit which hit a high mark of 15,193 acre feet on May 15,1975, has now 
declined to 5.098 acre feet as estimated for the coming May 15 as water storage sup­ 


plies have been called on more heavily in view of the dry period. 
The stored water is that which has been purchased during a previous water year 
but has not been used and is being “ carried over” into the next water year as a 
storage credit. 
To prevent an overdraft which could occur if the stored water were called for 
delivery together with water normally delivered from the reservoir to the member 
units, the Water Agency is now calling on the member agencies to: 
— Adopt a policy of taking delivery of entitlement water prior to delivery of 
storage account and surplus water in any water year. 
— Reconsider their current requests for 2,000 acre feet of surplus water in the light 
of the current drought and the need to reduce the excessive accumulation of stored 
water in Cachuma Reservoir. 
Qauntity of water in Cachuma Reservoir is now gradually diminishing because of 
deficiency in inflow, the county agency staff reports. 
The water storage problem has resulted, for example, in the city of Santa Barbara 
having stored up unused supplies which it has wound up selling to Goleta Water 
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Wholesale 
prices up 
by 0.9% 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Winter food 
and fuel shortages drove wholesale 
prices up 0.9 per cent in February, the 
biggest increase in 16 months, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
The increase, which translates into a 
10.8 per cent annual rate, was caused 
almost entirely by price hikes for fuel, 
food and farm products. These com­ 
modités have been in short supply due to 
the frigid weather. 
The wholesale price of gas fuels rose 
an average of 13 per cent between 
January and February 
The nation has not experienced a 
monthly dose of double-digit inflation in 
the wholesale market since October. 
1975. when prices leaped 1.2 per cent. 
The February rise threatened con­ 
sumers with a heavier burden in the 
months ahead 
Wholesale price in­ 
creases eventually work their way into 
the retail market. 
The Wholesale Price Index rose in 
February to 190 0. an increase of 6 per 
cent over the past year. That means 
goods costing $100 in 1967 now cost $190 
Farm prices rose 2.2 per cent in 
Febuary. and the cost of processed foods 
was up 1,8 par cent—both increases 
sim ilar to those recorded last 
December. 
Industrial prices, meanwhile, rose 0.6 
per cent. But most of that was caused by 
a 3 3 per cent jump in the prices for fuels 
and power. 
The 13 per cent gas fuel price increase 
led the February WP1 increase. Gas 
prices have risen more than 47 per cent 
over the past year 
Electric power was up more than 10 
per cent and crude petroleum more than 
13 per cent in January. Most experts an­ 
ticipate this trend will continue in the 
wake of one of the nation's coldest 
winters.

The Santa Barbara storage credit for the current year is 2,506 acre feet, or almost 
half of the total storage figure. 
Water Agency Engineer-Manager Charles Lawrance said he feels Cachuma 
Project water should “ last another five years — even with the drought” and now has 
about 60 per cent of its possible storage. 
The Bureau of Reclamation, which oversees the Cachuma Project, in anticipating 
the current problem, had asked the Water Agency and member units to accept a 
schedule of declining storage allocation in water year 1976-77, then deferred and 
finally dropped its proposal. 
But it is now “ insisting” that a “ reasonable program” be carried out to reduce 
drastically the storage accounts by an early date, the Water Agency staff stated. 
Deferral of surplus and storage water, under the policy now sought to be imposed, 
would result in depletion of such water over the years by attrition from evaporation 
and spills, inasmuch as this type of water is exposed contractually to such losses, 
whereas entitlement water is protected.

WASHINGTON (UPI 1 - Most of the 
states of the union squared off today for 
a fight over $4 billion worth of public 
works jobs 


On one side were states with very high 
unemployment rates, including Califor­ 
nia. Massachusetts, Michigan, New 
York. Oregon and Washington, 
On the other were states with large 
numbers of people out of work but 
somewhat lower percentage unemploy­ 
ment rates. They included Illinois. Ohio. 
Pennsylvania. Texas and Wisconsin. 
The fight on the Senate floor is over 
which states will get the most from a $4 
billion public works bill which is part of 
President Carter’s economic stimulus 
package and which sponsors say will 
create up to 600.000 jobs. 
The Senate Environment and Public 
Works Committee says 65 per cent of the 
money should be distributed among 
states on the basis of how many people 
are unemployed in each and 35 per cent 
on the basis of each state’s unemploy­ 
ment rate (The rate is the number of un­ 
employed as a percentage of the work 
force.)

“ all unemployed people alike” no matter

Worst yet to come 
Lompoc pupil decline 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Hanafi 
Muslim gunmen, holding more than 100 
captive at Jewish ami Islamic centers 
and at city hall, warned police today they 
are “ prepared to die” and kill hostages if 
officers storm their strongholds. 
But the gunmen, believed to number no 
more than eight, allowed doughnuts, cof­ 
fee and medical supplies to be delivered 
to the B ’nai B ’rith Jewish social service 
center where most of the hostages are 
held, and they released a woman who 
complained of chest pains. 
At city hall, one of seven hostages — 
who informed police via telephone his 
captors were prepared to die for the 
cause — said he and his fellow victims 
were being treated well. 
Since the siege began at 11 a.m. 
Wednesday, one person, a newsman at 
city hall, was killed and eight others 
were injured 
At the Islamic Center Mosque, where 
up to 15 hostages were held, there was no 
word of how victims were being treated. 
The gunmen have said repeatedly they 
are seeking vengeance for the 1973 slay­ 
ing of two women and five children who 
belonged to the Hanafi Muslim sect. 
They demanded those imprisoned for the 
murders be delivered to them for 
retribution, and succeeded in stopping 
the showing of a movie on the life of 
Mohammed they consider a sacrilege. 
Mayor Walter Washington, who mis­ 
sed being captured Wednesday when two 
shotgun toting Hanafis invaded City 
Hall, said delicate negotiations had 
begun 
But be declined to give any 
details 
Traffic backed up for more than three 
miles during morning rush hour because 
major arteries into the capital were 
blocked off. 


The most dramatic moment of the 
morning came from Alan Grip, press 
aide to City Council Chairman Sterling 
Tucker and one of the seven hostages at 
city hall 


Grip delivered a message to police via 
telephone and radio 


With the gunmen dictating in the 
background, he said, “ We are Hanafi 
Muslims to the death. And if the police 
have any ideas about storming this 
room, it will put all of our lives in im­ 
mediate danger, as well as the over 100 
hostages at B’nai B ’rith ... they are 
prepared to die ... this is for all Islam.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Paul Warnke. 
newly confirm ed as chief arms 
negotiator for the United States, said to­ 
day the Soviet Union can be trusted to 
control strategic arms production only if 
Kremlin leaders are convinced such a 
move is to their advantage. 


Warnke said he never considered 
withdrawing his name from considera­ 
tion for the arms post despite opposition, 
and does not think his effectiveness as a 
negotiator will be impaired by it. 
He said an arms control agreement 
will fall or stand on its own merits—not 
on the fact that he negotiated for it. 


“ If they (the Russians) demonstrate 
themselves to be untrustworthy, then ob­ 
viously the job of selling the American 
public is going to be an impossible one. 
and no one should attempt it.” he said 


But he said if the United States can be 
sure the Russians are complying with an 
agreement and the agreement is mutual­ 
ly beneficial, “ then under those circum­ 
stances the American public is going to 
have to trust them .”

The decline of the birthrate and other 
factors are slowly reducing the total 
enrollment in Lompoc Unified School 
District and the worst is yet to come, ac­ 
cording to school officials. 
Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan projects 
a total population figure of 10.389 for the 
1977-78 school year, but the figure may 
have to be adjusted before school starts 
in September. Earlier this week the 
Record used a projection figure of less 
than 10.000 but that figure would swell to 
Milligan's projection with the inclusion 
of honors and special education students. 
Those two categories of students were 
inadvertently omitted by this reporter 
Figures over a span of four years are 
more significant than the year-to-year 
figures Milligan projects an enrollment 
of 1.351 for Cabrillo High School in the 
1981-‘82 year, down from nearly 1,600 this 
year: and a Lompoc High School enroll­ 
ment of 1.679 four years from now com­ 
pared to a current enrollment of more 
than 1.800 
Milligan projects a total junior high 
school enrollment of less than 1,500 stu­ 
dents four years from now compared to a 
current figure of nearly 1,800 


Milligan blames much of the decline on 
the decline in the birthrate, on the older 
couples who are moving into the area 
and on the relatively static population 
growth rate 


She discounts the fact that the current 
kindergarten enrollment is up above her 
previous projections and told the school 
board this week that the last large class 
was now in the seventh grade. Four 


that class would be in 
with a drop-off for the 
years from now 
the senior year, 
years following. 
Milligan notes that “ I ’ve been pretty 
luckv thus far in projecting future enroll­ 
ment correctly.” Barring some radical 
shift in housing and population patterns, 
she’ll probably continue to be successful. 
She follows housing patterns in the 
community and routinely receives copies 
of all proposed housing development 
plans that are filed with city and county. 
The decline has spurred legislation for 
staff development (because there is lit­ 
tle staff turnover), for conversion of 
empty classrooms, and most recently 
there has been legislation that would per­ 
mit school boards to layoff teachers 
more easily At the moment, according 
to Milligan, a school board has to use 
seniority as the prime factor in selection 
of those to be let go. 
The use of seniority as a guide in lay­ 
ing off teachers is essentially a numbers 
method and frequently, according to 
Milligan could leave the district with the 
wrong combination of qualified teachers 
The present system has led to teachers 
teaching outside of the expertise of their 
time-honored majors and all that has led 
to other problems. 
The district currently has about 546 
certificated personnel and barring a 
radical decline—a decline far greater 
than projected—of enrollment next year, 
will probably maintain that number 
State law permits the reduction of staff 
on the same percentage basis as the 
decline in Average Daily Attendance 
iADA), with some restrictions based on 
such diverse factors as the growth in 
special education programs.

Rec programs not wasting 
energy, commission finds 


Blackout prevention to be costly 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — Temporary power blackouts in Northern California can 
be avoided this summer but higher electricity bills and increased air pollution 
statewide will result, utility executives say. 
Representatives of major California utilities added they will have enough power to 
meet customer needs and share limited reserves with Pacific Gas It Electric Co., 
which faces the most severe shortage 
One PG ItE executive warned, however, additional oil to be used for generating pur­ 
poses would cost $460 million, an expense that would be passed on to customers. 


The predictions were made Wednesday at a hearing called by the state Energy 
Commission on drought-caused electricaK power problems. 
PG ItE. which serves more than 3 million customers in much of Northern and 
Central California, said it will be forced to reduce hydroelectric production by as 
much as 42 per cent this year because of the drought. 
State energy officials earlier reported the reduction might force temporary cutoffs 
— rolling blackouts — in some areas during the summer when utilities are strained to 
keep up with demands for power to run air conditioners and irrigation pumps. 
But at the hearing, state and private experts used phrases such as “ tight but 


manageable” to describe the summer energy outlook 
“ Barring any major, unforeseen contingencies, it does not appear that measures 
such as mandatory curtailments or rotating blackouts will be required in order to 
meet needs this summer,” predicted A1 Arenal of Southern California Edison. 
Arenal agreed with representatives of San Diego Gas & Electric and the Los 
Angeles Department of Water and Power that their power surplus margins will be 
narrow this summer, but still large enough to allow transfer of some electricity to 
Northern California 
Jim Henderson, representing the San Diego utility, said it could supply as much as 
25 per cent of PG&E’s “ shortfall” during the crucial summer months. 
To make up for the loss, however, fuel oil will be burned to run generating plants 
Jane Hall, an energy expert with the state Air Resources Board, said air quality 
"will be hurt” and recommended cleaner burning natural gas be used. 
PG&E already is asking the state Public Utilities Commission for a 12.9 per cent 
rate increase and another is planned in July, a commission spokesman said 
Bart Shackelford, senior vice president for PG&E. said the use of more expensive 
fuel oil. plus the cost of purchasing electricity from other sources could cost con­ 
sumers as much as $460 million.

After investigating ways to conserve 
energy by modifying the city recreation 
program, a subcommittee of the Parks 
and Recreation Commission has deter­ 
mined that no modification is necessary 
at this time. 
Subcommittee member Gus Froelich 
reported to the commission last night 
that “ the existing programs, to me, don’t 
seem to be burning any excess energy ” 
He recommended that the recreation 
department be on the constant lookout 
for energy waste and ways to conserve 
energy 
The subcommittee was appointed last 
month after the commission received a 
letter from Mayor E C Stevens asking 
for a study of ways to conserve energy 
“ in hope of assisting those people who 
are freezing and suffering back East " 
Froelich said the subcommittee in­ 
vestigated closing the Lompoc Municipal 
Pool, but felt that because of “ the cost 
involved in operating the pool as opposed 
to the number of people who are served, 
it wouldn’t be right to close the pool. 
“ Some 5.000 residents a month use the 
pool,” he said 
The subcommittee also considered 
closing the tennis courts and parks at 
night. This too was rejected, said 
Froelich, because these facilities are in 
continuous use and are operated 
economically. 
The commission voted to accept the 
recommendation of the subcommittee. 
In other business, the commission 
voted to recommend to the City Council 
a master plan for the "College Street 
Park,” which is the tentative name given 
to the newly leased parcel on College 
Avenue between the high school and the 
Lompoc Shopping Center. 


Staff requested that a master plan be 
adopted so the city could apply tor a 
federal Urban Open Space and Recrea­ 
tion Grant Fund 
As per workings of the grant, the city 
will put up $30.000 and the federal 
government will contribute $90,000 All 
of that money will go to develop the 
park. 
According to the city’s lease agree­ 
ment with the county, the city is 
obligated to spend $75,000 over the next 
five years to develop the parcel. 
Included in the adopted master plan is 
a jogging path, a stage area and large 
open spaces “ for picnics, circuses and 
other activities.” in addition to the 
racquetball facility which will be built 
and operated by a private firm 
Chairman Mike Siminski directed staff 
to determine what steps would have to be 
taken for the city to solicit “ private 
promoters” to build and operate a 
skateboard track in the new park. 
Recently a petition with 500 signatures 
was presented to the commission by 
three high school students who asked 
that a skateboard track be built at Beat­ 
tie Park. 
The proposal was deferred after staff 
reported that it would be unfeasible for 
the city to operate a skateboard track 
because of supervision and liability in­ 
surance costs 
Jack Anderson, park and recreation 
department superintendent, advised the 
commission that the department’s 1977- 
’78 budget request may be up some 40 per 
cent from this year’s budget. 
“ Our biggest jump was in utility costs. 
It has gone from $32,000 to $50,000.” he 
remarked 
The department also will be asking for 
a 35 per cent increase in capital outlay, 
said Anderson 
Resource recovery panel approved 


At the request of Fourth District 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund of Lompoc, 
the Board of Supervisors has agreed to 
name a 15-member County Resource 
Recovery Committee, with three 
members to be appointed from each 
supervisorial district 


The county's Solid Waste Management 
Plan which has been approved has been 
done in-house, thereby saving the county 
a considerable sum of money, said 


Public Works Director Charles Wagner. 
Hedlund said the committee will 
provide the guidance needed to establish 
sound resource recovery programs 
throughout the county. The programs are 
to meet established goals of resource 
recovery as outlined in the county plan. 
The county supervisors make up the 
enforcement agency for the plan during 
the interim period until the stale deter­ 
mines by statute the enforcement 
agency, according to Wagner. 


Solvang Cinema project in 
environmental deep freeze 


The Solvang Cinema project 
is in an environmental “ deep 
freeze” at the moment, with 
co u n ty 
e n v iro n m e n ta l 
authorities awaiting a “ formal 
response” from applicant 
William F. Luton Jr. to the 
County Office of Environmen­ 
tal Quality’s request to discuss 
OEQ's earlier letter sketching 
probable impacts. 


The waiting period has been a 
lengthy one. said County En­ 
vironmental Specialist Stephen 
Chase, who said the invitations 
to Luton date back to last 
November. 


OEQ’s letter of assessment 
went out to Luton to his Los 
Olivos address last Oct. 11 
stating that major reasons for 
requiring an Environmental 
Impact Report (E IR ) are noise 
and parking problems that 
could be expected to result. 
But Chase said his office feels 
that only a mini-EIR is seen as 
being re q u ired . 
Such a 
“ relatively brief and low-cost 
E IR might be handled in- 
house,” Chase showed. 
The proposed project at 422 
Second St.. next to the open air 
Solvang Festival Theater, has 
generated both support and op­ 


position on a fairly large scale. 
County supervisors on Jan. 3 
received two petitions from 
Solvang resident Robert A. 
Knoble with a total of 201 
signatures requesting approval 
of the movie theatre plan. 
Knoble told the board at that 
time he felt persons supporting 
the project “ fear that Mr. 
Luton may give up his idea of 
the theater” due to “ additional 
environmental studies.” 
Last summer, the Santa Ynez 
Valley Arts Assn. entered a 
“ strong protest” to the movie 
theater project on the grounds 
that it would have a “ disrupting 
and detrimental effect upon one 
of the V a lle y ’s proudest 
a c h ie v e m e n ts , 
the 
Theaterfest.” 


In a supplemental com­ 
munication last September, the 
association, owner of the 
festival theater at 422 Second 
St., summed up what it con­ 
sidered objectionable impacts 
of “ sharing street parking with 
a movie theater.” 


The proposed location has 
also attracted concern of the 
Pacific Conservatory of the 
Performing Arts, of Santa 
Maria 
Donovan Marley. con­ 


servatory director, informed 
county officials, that he felt as­ 
sembly and dispersal of movie 
audiences during Theaterfest 
performances nearby would 
“ render the outdoor facility 
useless ... by destroying our 
ability to hold the attention of 
the audience.” 
The F e s t iv a l T h e a te r 
operated 56 nights last year and 
each year use is seen as in­ 
creasing. said Gary Mullins, 
president, of Santa Ynez Arts 
Assn. 
Chase said Luton has been in­ 
formed that the proposed 
variance from the required 120 
on-site parking spaces and 
further allowance of on-street 
parking in the area could create 
“ substantial parking con­ 
g e s tio n .” 
N o ise 
fro m

and crowds 
generated by the cinema could 
“ annoy” open air Festival 
Theater performances and

“ The Sea Horse," now being 
staged, is one of the more im­ 
modest plays that the drama 
department at Allan Hancock 
College has produced 
One viewer may be em­ 
barrassed by the drama 
Another may be angered 
A third might find the play 
horribly precise 
This brief two-act show, 
which was written by Edward 
J Moore, cannot be ignored 
The cast consists of two 
members — Gertie, who runs a 
waterfront bar called The Sea 
Horse, and Harry, her sailor 
lover 


The play opens with an irate 
Gertie mopping up after the bar 
is closed It is raining outside 
and Harry is pounding on the 
door for her to let him in 


She finally opens the door and 
the two begin a contest of argu­ 
ment. swearing and banter that 
seldom lets up 


What comes out of this en­ 
counter is a rather common ex­ 
planation of why a person is 
afraid to love another person 


What makes ‘‘The Sea 
Horse" so special is how it so 
acutely makes the audience 
begin to realize the depth one 
human being can he hurt and 
destroyed by another. 
In this case, the audience 


painfully learns how Gertie, 
once a lovely and trusting 
person, had turned into an 
overweight heartless shrew 


There is a certain amount of 
foul language included in the 
sometimes humorous dialogue 
between Gertie and Harry, but 
don’t let that fool you This is a 
very moral drama

Romania asks for world help 


BUCHAREST. Romania (U PI) — President Nicolae Ceausescu 
said today the earthquake that devastated Romania will not slow 
the nation’s economic growth and appealed to the United States 
and the rest of the world for help in making up $1 billion in damage. 
But he dismissed as a “ supposition" a warning by American 
scientists that a second powerful quake might strike soon, ap­ 
parently in an effort to head off possible panic. 
Ceausescu told a 70-minute news conference in the old royal 
palace that he was postponing for one year a planned reduction of 
the work week from 48 to 42 hours but making no other policy chan­ 
ges. 


Ethiopia envoy asks asylum 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) — The Ethiopian ambassador to Egypt 
announced he has resigned and plans to seek asylum in the United 
States, calling the military government of his nation more ruthless 
and lawless than Uganda’s Idi Amin. 
Ambassador Getachew Mekasha told the Los Angeles Times he 
now is “embarrassed' at having supported the military revolt 
against the reign of Emperor Haile Selassie in September, 1974. 
that established the current military ruling council, the Dergue. 
“ At least under Selassie there were laws, a constitution. There 
was law and order," he said. 
"Under the Dergue there is no law and no constitition. The only 
law and order is that imposed by the men with guns ”

Carter covers wide range 
in third news conference 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President Carter 
Wednesday lifted travel restrictions to some 
Communist nations and offered a Mideast settle­ 
ment that may take years. 
Carter also reaffirmed “ the deepest possible 
personal com mitment" to human rights 
throughout the world but called "in a p ­ 
propriate" an American delegate’s apology for 
U.S. involvement in overthrowing Chile’s Marx­ 
ist government. 
The President made the remarks at his third 
bi-monthly news conference, held in the Ex­ 
ecutive Office Building and nationally televised 
Although he covered a wide range of subjects, he 
told reporters afterwards that he does not spend 
inordinate time preparing for the conferences 


He used the phrase “ a long, slow, tedious 
process" in describing his desire to move from a 
rapid agreement with the Soviet Union at the 
strategic arms limitation talks later this year 
“ ultimately to the complete elimination of 
atomic weapons from the face of the earth." 


Carter announced he was lifting travel restric­ 
tions March 18 for American citizens wishing to 
go to Vietnam. North Korea. Cuba and Cam­ 
bodia even though the United States does not 
have diplomatic relations with these countries.

W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
Diet-conscious America could 
lose its last legal sweetener for 
low-calorie soft drinks, candies 
and desserts if a Food and Drug 
Administration decision to ban 
saccharin goes into effect. 
Acting FDA Commissioner 
Sherwin Gardner said at a news 
conference Wednesday that 
because of exhaustive Canadian 
tests and studies indicating high 
doses of the substance may 
cause bladder cancer in rats, 
the United States and Canada 
are taking immediate steps to 
ban s a cch a rin from the 
marketplace 
He said the proposed ban will 
be published in the Federal 
Register as soon as necessary 
papers can be prepared, 
perhaps within 30 days. Howe­ 
ver. he acknowledged the 
length of the legal process 
means it could take up to four 
months or more before the 
sweetener actually disappears 
from retail shelves 
There were two rays of hope 
for weight watchers with a 
sweet tooth: 
— The National Soft Drink 
Association said it expects 
manufacturers will “ attempt to 


develop a product to satisfy 
consumer demand." and noted 
that it met a similar crisis once 
before when cyclamates were 
outlawed 
— FDA said it has called a 
pre-hearing conference April 20 
as part of the continuing effort 
by producers to restore the use 
of cyclamates.

He said U N. Human Rights Delegate Brady 
Tyson’s apology was inappropriate because a 
Senate committee had found no evidence the 
United States was involved in the overthrow of 
the Allende government in Chile in 1973. 
“ But we are still concerned about deprivation 
of human rights in many of the countries of the 
world. I think Chile would be one of those where 
concern has been expressed,” Carter said. 
In reference to the Middle East, Carter 
elaborated on his use of the phrase “ defensible 
borders” for Israel. “ Defense lines may or may 
not conform in the foreseeable future to legal 
borders," he said. 
Carter said Israel may have to accept pre-1967 
borders — thus implying it would have to give up 
Sinai, the Golan Heights.

1 cup cubed cooked beef 
1 cup cubed cooked ham 
1 cup cubed cooked chicken 
1 apple, peeled, sliced 
1 cup grated cheddar cheese 
*4 cup sauteme 
1 tbs. chopped green celery tops 
Saute onion and almonds in butter until brown Stir 
in rice and saute until light brown Add stock, salt and 
pepper Bring to boil. Cover. Simmer 15 minutes. Stir 
in chicken, beef, ham and apples. Return to boil. 
Cover Simmer 10 minutes Pour into 2 4 qt casserole. 
Sprinkle with cheese and wine. Bake 10-15 minutes at 
350" F Garnish with celery tops Serves 5-6. 


Alyce Martin’s main dish entry was another first 
place winner Most tasty are her 
Swiss Enchiladas 
Saute 1 chopped onion in 2 tbsp oil until soft. Add 1 
crushed garlic clove and 2 cups of tomato puree. 2 
chopped green chilies, 2 cups chopped cooked chicken 
Season with salt and cook 10 minutes. 
Fry one dozen tortillas in about 1 inch of oil. Do not 
let them crisp as they are to be rolled Dissolve 6 
chicken bouillon cubes in 3 cups of hot cream. Dip each 
tortilla in cream, cover generously with chicken filling 
and roll up. Arrange rolls in baking dish and pour 
remaining cream mixture over arranged tortillas. Top 
with Mi lb Jack or Swiss cheese Bake at 350 degrees 
for 30 minutes Garnish with sliced avocado, hard 
cooked eggs or ripe olives. 
Note: To basic recipe Alyce adds 1 tsp. chili powder. 
She uses 20 snack size flour tortillas 


In the gelatin salad division Rosa Marie Sech took 
first place for her 
Creamy Lime Pineapple Mold 
3 3 oz. pkgs lime Jello 
1 8 oz pkg cream cheese 
cup shaved walnuts 
1 small can crushed pineapple 
Dissolve 1*4 pkg. of Jello in lMi cups hot water. Add 
m cups ice water. Chill until partially set. Cream the 
cream cheese and add partially set Jello a spoonful at 
a time, keeping the mixture creamy. Stir in the 
walnuts and pour into 6-cup ring mold. Chill until set 
Dissolve remaining Jello in 14 cups boiling water. 
Add 1 cup ice water and the pineapple. Pour over the 
jelled mixture Chill until firm. Unmold onto serving 
plate and fill center with dressing. Garnish with carrot 
curls. 
Dressing: 1 cup whipped cream. 2 tbsp salad dress­ 
ing. 2 tbsp honey, 1 tbsp. poppy seeds. 


First place was won by Diann Clark for her 
Sweet ijoppy Seed Bread 
In mixer bowl beat together: 2 cups sugar, 14 cups 
salad oil, 1 13 oz. can of milk, 4 eggs Add 3 cups flour, 
Mi tsp. salt.

product), 
tsp baking soda. 1 box poppy seeds. 
Mix until smooth. Pour into two greased and wax- 
paper lined bread pans. Bake at 350 degrees for 1 hour. 
Let cool 5 minutes, remove from pan and peel off the 
paper. 


Also receiving a first, was the dark bread recipe of 
Bonny Champion, named 


Super Bread 


1 cup milk 
4 cup margarine 
4 cup molasses (Grandma's brand) 
1 tbsp. salt 
14 cups warm water 
2 pkg. yeast 
24 cups white flour 
■ 5 cups whole wheat flour 
4 cup wheat germ 
Scald milk, add butter, molasses and salt. Cool to 
lukewarm Dissolve yeast in warm water and add milk 
mixture. 
Stir in white flour, 2 4 cups whole wheat flour and 
wheat germ Beat “ till your arm feels like it’s falling 
off.’’ Add rest of flour gradually. Invert bowl over 
dough and let rest for 10 minutes. 
Knead for 10 minutes Place in greased bowl, turning 
dough over once. Cover with towel and let rise 1V4 
hours. (Place over pan of hot water in oven.) 
Punch dough down Divide in half and shape into 
balls Cover and let rise 10 minutes. Roll out dough and 
roll up into loaf shapes Seal edges well and place in 
large greased loaf pans, cover and let rise as before, 
approximately 14 hours. 
Bake at 375-400 degrees (no need to preheat oven) 
for 40-50 minutes Cover tops with foil if they brown 
too fast These freeze well. 
Bon Appetit! 


Pleasing to both the sight and palate was Mara 
Walton’s 
Mile High Strawberry Cloud 
4 cup butter 
2 tbsp. sugar 
1 cup unsifted flour 
Mix together in electric beater until crumbly in 
hands Press dough with hands until it can be formed 
into a ball. Press evenly onto bottom of an 8 x 8 inch 
square pan and bake in oven preheated to 375 degrees, 
about 15 minutes or until golden brown. Cool. 
Topping: 4 pt. heavy cream 
2 egg whites (room temperature) 
1 pkg (10 oz.) frozen sliced strawberries 
fresh strawberries for garnish 
1 cup sugar 
1 tbsp. lemon juice 
Whip cream until stiff. Beat egg whites until foamy. 
Gradually add sugar, beating until stiff. Add lemon 
juice, strawberries and strawberry juice. Beat at high 
speed with electric mixer for 15 minutes. Scrape down 
sides of bowl frequently with rubber spatula. Fold in 
whipped cream 
Spoon mixture into cookie crumb crust. Freeze until 
firm (Instead of the crumb crust, a frozen baked 9 
inch pie shell may be used.) Just before serving gar­ 
nish with fresh strawberries. Serves 9.

United Press International 
Julius Erving. doing what he does best, did it 
again Wednesday night. 
He beat the Denver 
Nuggets. 
Last year the Nuggets easily had the best regular 
season record in the American Basketball Associa­ 
tion, but the playoff finals between the Nuggets and 
the New York Nets developed into a duel between 
David Thompson and Erving. 
Dr. J’s spectacular performance prevailed over 
Thompson and the Nuggets' heralded team play. 
Erving and Thompson, the ABA's top two argu­ 
ments for merger, have moved their act to the

result was the same Wednesday night as Erving’s

Steindler managed and 
trained Lopez’ older brother. Ernie

Northern California vs Southern Califor­ 
nia. “ selling back.” etc. is the result of a 
scheme dreamed up by the adm inistra­ 
tion of Governor Brown I, to benefit 
traditionally water-hungry Southern 
California by taking water from the 
usually am ple supply provided by 
Northern California rivers and streams. 
One may ask how this could happen — 
didn't the north want the water? The 
answer is simple The largest population 
is in the south therefore the legislative 
power is also in the south. As long as 
there was plenty of water it didn't m at­ 
ter too much, but the northerners didn’t 
like the looks of the plan at all And how 
right they were, in retrospect. There just 
isn’t enough water to go around now. 
Particularly when the use of the water 
by the south som etim es has been 
wasteful 
There is the famous case, 
currently on stage, of the real estate 
developer in Orange County who. when 
we in the north are being rationed, is fill­ 
ing up his man-made lake a mile and a 
half long, for aesthetic land values He 
says he promised the buyers a lake by 
July 1. and if he doesn’t produce one he 
will get sued. The state Water Resources 
Control Board, after long deliberation, 
has finally ordered him to stop 


Since it seems that our state could re­ 
main in a drought condition for maybe 
another year, according to all the 
prognosticators of the weather, ocean 
currents, etc I am going to pass along 
some practical hints for saving water In 
spite of the fact that you may feel pretty 
smug now. the day may come when these 
ideas will come in handy. It is surprising 
what you can think of when vou suddenly 
are allowed just so much water and not a 
drop more! 


Water tips 


The first thing you should do is load up 
on buckets and dish pans to save each 
drop that comes out of a spigot. In the 
m orning turn the w ater off while 
brushing your teeth and when you turn on 
the shower, catch the pure cold water in 
a plastic bucket until it turns hot. Jump 
in. get wet. turn off the water, soap and 
scrub, turn on the water and rinse off. 
My Navy-type husband says this is a 
“ shipboard shower.” The water saved is 
used for houseplants or tender outdoor 
plants that can’t take the “grey water.” 
“Grev w ater” is that which has been 
used for something else but not contain­ 
ing borax soap, which will harm lawns or 
plants Mild soaps and detergents are not 
harmful, the authorities say. Over in 
M arin County lots of people have 
diverted their washing machines to 
retrieve the rinse water. Naturally, you 
wash only when you have a full load 
Those who bathe in a tub should use the 
absolute minimum and haul the water 
out to the garden when finished 


Some people wash their dishes by 
hand, but I load my dishwasher until I 
c a n t get another dish in and then run it 
on the wash and rinse cycle only, turning 
on the disposal when the dishwasher 
flushes out Place a dishpan in your sink 
and rinse off your vegetables and dishes 
over this using just a dribble of water in­ 
stead of a full stream I save this dishpan 
of water until I can t stand the looks of it 
any longer, then I carry it out and dump 
it on the ground around some shrub or es­ 
tablished plant. Never put it on the 
foliage Or I might use it to flush the dis­ 
posal if 1 don't have a full dishwasher 
load

Speaking of flushing, there are several 
wavs to cut down the amount of water 
used in the toilet Bend the float rod 


down a bit so the tank won’t fill up. or put 
a plastic bottle or toilet dam in the tank. 
Actually, any bottle will do as long as it 
is weighted down with rocks so it won’t 
float around Bottle caps are not neces­ 
sary because the bottles are filled with 
the water that is not flushed away. The 
dams are semi-rigid plastic rectangles 
that wedge into the tank and hold some 
of the water back that would otherwise 
flush away. As often as possible I dip a 
bucket full of water out of my swimming 
pool and dump that in the bowl so I don;t 
have to flush at all! Ojr flush after every 
other use. Some parents complain that 
they have spent years training their kids 
to flush and now they are begging them 
not to! 


Of course, all leaks should be fixed, no 
cars should be washed with the hose, no 
sidewalks hosed off or yard sprinklers 
used Water only what is necessary to 
keep the plants alive and then by hand on 
the roots After a party put the melted 
ice cubes on a plant, never down the 
drain The newspapers here offer many 
suggestions for drought resistant plants 
and shrubs that may be planted in the 
gardens 
I have already lost several 
azaleas for lack of water on their roots 
but I am not replacing them until things 
get back to normal 


Well, so it goes. Every family has 
ways to cut back and we exchange our 
ideas. At this point we have been cut 
back by 25 per cent for household use and 
50 per cent for outside use. It is kind of 
fun reading the m eter each day to see 
how well we are doing. But it could get 
worse as summer comes You in Lompoc 
are lucky so far but you might save this 
column, just in case. Wouldn't it be 
wonderful if yon had the Narrows Dam 
now 9

Responsibility 
of the press 


WASHINGTON - The credibility of 
the press in this country, as related to its 
responsibility, is seriously in question. 
The signs of these doubts are constantly 
increasing as the thrust of the news 
seem s to draw a line between the 
people’s right to know and the security of 
the United States as a 
su p e r-p o w e r 
w ith 
global obligations. 
The most recent ex­ 
ample is the publica­ 
tion in the Washington 
Post of a news story 
detailing CIA pay­ 
ments over a period of 
years to King Hussein 
of Jordan. The story 
appeared on the day 
that Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance arrived 
in Amman, the capital 
of Jordan, to consult 
with the King on the 
S e c r e t a r y ’s 
e x ­ 
ploratory mission to 
find a formula for a 
Middle East peace conference. 
As might have been expected, this 
revelation raised shouts of glee from the 
Palestine Liberation Organization Here 
was the leader who professed to be their 
friend and protector shown to be a “pup­ 
pet” of the United States. The King sub­ 
sequently said that the money had gone 
for gathering intelligence and not as the 
intimation had been for private airplanes 
and high living. 


One result was a deluge of letters to 
the Washington Post, most of them con­ 
demnatory. Vile, tasteless, irresponsible 
were among the adjectives denouncing 
the paper for printing the report. 


A few days later an Associated Press 
news story said President Carter had 
told the editor of the Post that the story 
would harm the Vance mission, although 
he could not ask them to hold up publica­ 
tion. The president is reported to have 
expressed to a group of congressional 
leaders his conviction that the Hussein 
story was irresponsible. 
A classic example of when to publish 
and when not to publish was in 1961 short­ 
ly after John F. Kennedy became presi­ 
dent. The New York Times had gathered 
extensive information on the preparation 
of an invasion force that was to 
overthrow Fidel Castro. Learning of 
this, the president asked the Times not 
the publish the story and the paper com­ 
plied. 
After the fiasco of the Bay of Pigs. 
Kennedy told a Times editor that he 
wished they had gone ahead and 
published despite his request. That could 
have aroused public opinion to the extent 
that the abortive invasion might have 
been called off. 
But this was saying, in effect, that dis­ 
clo su re of a badly planned, and 
thoroughly m iscalculated, adventure 
would have saved the new administra­ 
tion from a decision that haunted Ken­ 
nedy’s brief tenure of the White House 
and continues to cloud the relationship 
with Castro's Cuba. 
Or suppose the Times had printed the 
detailed information about the training 
of the invasion force and, nevertheless, 
the White House had gone ahead with it 
and it had ended in failure? It is not hard 
to imagine the accusation that publica­ 
tion had doomed the success of what was 
certain from the first to be a disastrous 
failure. 
In quite another context is the case of 
Larry Flynt and his magazine. Hustler. 
Of all the semiporno magazines Hustler 
is the worst, giving free rein to sadism, 
racism, child sex. It is smut out of which 
Flynt has made millions. 
Following the action of a court in Cin­ 
cinnati fining him and sentencing him to 
25 years in prison for publishing and dis­ 
sem inating obscenity in the court's 
jurisdiction, far-out civil libertarians 
came to his defense with full-page ads 
invoking the First Amendment right to 
publish This will, in all probability, be 
the base of the Flynt appeal expected to 
reach the Supreme Court. 
There are curious aspects to the 
Hustler case, including the fact that the 
severity of the sentence grew out of the 
charge of conspiracy to circu late 
obscenity. But given the present at­ 
titudes toward the press, public support 
of the First Amendment, an amendment 
essential to all freedoms, is certain to be 
eroded when invoked in such a dubious 
cause 
As to the Hussein-CIA story, its 
publication was quite within the canons 
of contemporary journalism: if you have 
obtained a story, you owe it to your 
readers to publish 


But to many the timing must seem 
irresponsible, coinciding as it did with 
Secretary Vance's mission to the Middle 
East. The information had already been 
given to the Senate Intelligence Commit­ 
tee. In this sieve of a town, it was certain 
to come out in one way or another. 


Competitiveness is a factor, with the 
great range of newspapers, television, 
news magazines all vying to be first, 
But behind this spirit of get there firstest 
with the mostest. there must be public 
acceptance, public sanction, if the 
guarantee of freedom in the Constitution 
is to survive.
